Event

This fair this year did not produce ' 
quite the number of entries of last 
year, but the quality all around has 
never been equalled. There were the 
usual features, and in the special 
events the competition was keen and 
better than ever. This was particular- I 
ly so in the spelling match for the 
Lindsay shield, won by Vulcan school, 
with Boyne second, and in the indi¬ 
vidual spelling contest for the gold 
medal, won by Mary Doyle, the in¬ 
terest ran to high pitch because of the 
difficulty in deciding the winner. The 
oratory contest was the best yet, the 
gold medals going to Jennie Cook and 
Jewel Gardner. The McPherson & 
Charters shield, for singing, was won 
by Mayview school, with Grades 3 and 
4 of Vulcan school well jn order. Sun¬ 
set Valley school was the winner in 
the parade. Harold Hemingway of 
Thigh Hill captured the cup for most 
points in athletics for boys, and Edna 
Ohlheiser, of Alston, won the girls’ 
cup. In ^iese special events the 
winners merit this special mention 
which they receive, and it can be noted 
that the shields, medals and cups won 
arc worthy the best efforts of all pu¬ 
pils. We know of no school fair that 
is supported so well by the gift of 
such splendid trophies. 

The fair is 9ome time past, but in¬ 
terest in it has not diminished, the 
fact being /that ^lready the work of 
preparing'Tor next year has been com¬ 
menced/ and the pupils should keep 
even ih their work with the efforts of 
the promoters. The new skating rink 
will create an added interest, as it is 
expected to provide ample facilities all 
| under one roof for every feature of 
the fair, an advantage that will be at 
once recognized. The school fair is a 
great institution and Vylcan district 
is ambitious to have the greatest fair. 

TEACHERS MEET 

Institute Held at Vulcan Two Days 
Last Week 

Teachers’ institutes were held in the 
Union church, Vulcan, on Thursday 
and Friday last. About twenty teach¬ 
ers from school districts in this vicini¬ 
ty were present at each of the two 
meetings. The small institute is tak¬ 
ing the place of the large convention 
and at both of these held in Vulcan, 
resolutions were passed favoring the 
small teachers’ meeting. At an insti- 
tite a limited number of teachers, dos¬ 
ing the same type of work is present 
and it has been found that teachers 
feci freer to discuss the various prob¬ 
lems that arise in the conduct of 
their schools. Mr. J. A. McGregor, 
inspector of this district plans to hold 
a number of such institutes at various 
points in the High River inspectorate. 
At the session held on Thursday Mrs. 
Maclaren of the Brant school gave a 
valuable paper on the teaching of pri¬ 
mary reading and Miss Marjorie Eoll 
of the Fireguard district, spoke most 
interestingly on the new course in citi¬ 
zenship and history. On Friday pri¬ 
mary reading was very successfully 
handled by Miss Gorman of the High¬ 
land school district, while Miss Gilhoo- 
ley of Berrywater school gave a very 
instructive talk on teaching arithmetic 
in grades one and two. Discusson, in 
which all of the teachers present took 
part, followed each of these papers. 
The'school fair was discussed at each j 
session and resolutions were passed | 
urging that the prize list be placed in 
the hands of the teachers by November! 
1st fff the year previous to that in 
which the convention is to be held. In 1 
this way, it will be possible to spiead 
the work throughout the year, instead j 
of taking up most of the time of the 
first month at school, as is he custom 
at present Furthermore, if this were 
done, such work would prove much 
more beneficial from an educational 
viewpoint. Mr. F.L. Elves, the gen¬ 
ial secretary of the Vulcan school fair 
was present while this subject was 
being discussed.

PRESS COMMENTS 


Manitoba Free Press:—Alberta is 
the fourth province to go "Wet and 
there is now approximately 45 per 
oent of the poulation of Canada which 
has now decided in favor of the con¬ 
trolled sale of liquor. The permanen¬ 
cy of the system will depend on the 
manner in which it is controlled and 
the success in preventing the gross 
abuses of other days. Moderation- 
ists should take an interest in seeing 
that such a policy is maintained and 
prohibitionists however skeptical of 
any system of regulation and control, 
should be willing to watch results and 
give the new system a fair trial. 

Brandon Sun—The Alberta vote 
again emphasized the need of tempe¬ 
rate views and action by temperance 
advocates. If the conditions obtained 
inAhat province that arose in Manito¬ 
ba, the vote was for temperante 
thought on a question that should be 
(nore moderately considered. 

Calgary Herald:—The most satis¬ 
factory feature of the vote was that 
it was uniformly in favor of govern¬ 
ment control and sale. Non one can 
say that the cities voted for govern¬ 
ment control and dominated the pro¬ 
vince by their majorities. The rural 
portions of the province as well as the 
cities voted emphatically for the 
change. The government was given a 
clear and positive mandate by all 
classes and it will be the duty of the 
government to translate properly the 
will of the people into law. 

Vancouver World:—After giving 
prohibition a seven years’ trial Alber¬ 
ta has brought in a most unqualified 
verdict against it—whether because it 
has been found in practice unwork¬ 
able or because the people of the pro¬ 
vince wish to be free’to take it or leave 
it alone,’ may be left to the Albertans 
to decide. The important fact is the 
added proof Monday’s vote gives that 
forced legislative growths very soon 
wilt in the heat generated by the fric¬ 
tion they occasion. 

Simooe Reformer—Every person in 
business should advertise it, and thus 
contribute their due share towards 
boosting the home town. Everyone 
expects the newspaper to toot away 
52 weeks in the year, but it requires 
coin to keep at it, and if the town and 
countryside benefit, it should be worth 
paying for. Nearly every merchant 
believes in advertising of some de¬ 
scription, and consequently inscribes 
his name on a sign, inserts price 
tickets on the goods offered for sale. 
Such methods of advertising are usu¬ 
ally beneficial, but customers must 
come to town and read or to see them, 
whereas an attractively-worded adver¬ 
tisement in a live newspaper that en¬ 
ters every home and is read by every 
member of the family, will bring 
crowds to the door of the business 
man who has been shrewd enough to 
advertise in a compelling way the 
goods which he has for sale On the 
other hand, the man who doesn’t ad¬ 
vertise receives through his fellow 
merchants boostings, benefits that he 
does not deserve.

RESULT OF VOTE 


The electors of Alberta have pro¬ 
nounced themselves in no uncertain 
manner on the Alberta Liquor Act, as 
evidenced by the vote on Mksndav last. 
The opposition was general for we 
find that from the sparsely settled 
districts in Northern Alberta large 
votes were recorded for Clause D 
and in the south outside of the Mor¬ 
mon and a few other ridings the vote 
was in favor of Moderation. The vote 
in the rural section shows a complete 
turnover and what caused the reversal 
there was general disgust with boot¬ 
legging and the indiscriminate abuse 
of the Liquor Act on practically all 
sides. They saw an undesirable class 
of men become wealthy and witnessed 
eo much hypocracy on the part of 
many people, that they decided to vote 
for Clause D, which will enable all 
liquors to be sold under government 
control. By Monday’s vote the gov¬ 
ernment should be guided to immedi¬ 
ately pass a law, which will place 
the control and sale of all liquor in 
the hands of the government in place 
of the existing law, which the great 
majority want abrogated. The gov¬ 
ernment would be well advised to 
invite the advice of business and pro¬ 
fessional men outside of the legis¬ 
lature with the view of adopting a 
policy that will be operated success¬ 
fully. Much depends on the interpre¬ 
tation placed upon Clause D and so 
far as it is r possible, the government 
should avoid the mistake® that have 
been committed in Quebec and B. C. 
If a reasonable interpretation of 
clause'“D” is now placed upon the 
statutes it will have behind it not 
only the moderationists, but the pro¬ 
hibitionists, a combination which 
should prove a very powerful factor 
for the enforcement of the law in 
spirit as well as in letter. There should 
under the circurtistances, be no place 
in Alberta for the law-breaker in re¬ 
gard to liquor regulations. All but the 
irredeemably lawless should be behind 
the act. 


The impresion seems to grow that 
Coolidge will have no difficulty in se¬ 
curing the Republican nomination ftxr 
the Presidency. Until Harding died 
Coolidge was not thought of at all as 
a poeible contender. If Harding had 
lived the Republicans would probably 
have gone the way of most govern¬ 
ments in these days. Coolidge gives 
them a chance to win. He strikes us 
as a quiet but strong man witout de¬ 
magogic arts or tricks, not easily 
stampeded and pretty sure of his 
ground.

The 
editor of the Alleston Herald, then 
cites several yields of wheat produced 
by farmers in this district where as 
high as 67 bushels per acre is record¬ 
ed, and adds that "if the Illustrated 
News had a correspondent accompany¬ 
ing Lord Renfrew, they would now be 
supplied with data regarding yields 
and quality of Canadian wheat that 
will surprise it and necessitate a re 
vision of their figures.”

WEATHER AND CROPS 


The weather of the made-to-order 
variety continues, for all general pur¬ 
poses, threshing included. It could 
hardly be more favorable, with clear 
sunny days, cool nights and very little 
wind. Through the day time real 
warm summer tmperatures are being 
experienced and this has been the rule 
for some weeks past.

The elevators in the tpwn are still re¬ 
ceiving grains but at present are about 
full up and with the scarcity of cars 
being alloted here not much more 
grain can be daily handled. Up to 
date there has not, perhaps been one- 
third of the crop marketed and con¬ 
siderable of it is being held for the 
Pool interests. The local prices be¬ 
ing paid now are: Wheat 71, Oats 26, 
Barley 31, and Rye 43. Most of the 
hailed and frozen grains in this loca¬ 
lity have been threshed for feed pur¬ 
poses and most of them have aver¬ 
aged well in quantity per acre.

The year 1923 will see a new record 
in Alberta coal production. It is ex¬ 
pected the total production for the 
year will reach 7,000,000 tons, in com¬ 
parison with leas than 6,000,000 last 
year. The production up to November 
1 is 1,600,000 tons greater than the 
production of the same period last 
Carbon black is not yet being manu¬ 
factured in Canada, but negotiations 
now in progress to^stablish factories 
in the Alberta gas fields that the re¬ 
mote from centres of population. In 
1922 there was exported from the 
United States to Canada 1,500,000 
pounds of carbon black, some of which 
was valued at 40 cents per pound, this 
grade being used in.the manufacture 
of special printing rinks used for em¬ 
bossing, lithographing, and half-tone 
work. 


Three thousand applications from 
farmers of western Canada for hel| 
for late fall and winter work are at 
present in the office of the Immigra¬ 
tion Department at Winnipeg, accord¬ 
ing bo a statement made by Thomas 
Gelley, western commissioner of im-’" 
migration.

WANTED 


The annual convention of the Alber¬ 
ta dairymen’s association will be held 
at Edmonton January 23, 24, and 25. 

A stocker and feeder show is being 
held in Lethbridge during the coming 
week, along similar lines to that held 
some time ago in Calgary. 

A survey of the tar sand deposits 
north of Edmonton at McMurray, has 
just been oompleted by officials of 
the federal department of mines. 

The Alberta minimum wage board 
is holding sessions in Edmonton the 
coming week with respect to the re¬ 
gulations outlined by the board re¬ 
cently. 

There were 24 fox farms in Alberta 
in 1922, in oomparis<on to only half 
the number the previous year, accord¬ 
ing to a report issued by the bureau 
of statistics at Ottawa. 

The fall stock show and sale under 
£he auspices of the livestock associa¬ 
tions and the Alberta department of 
agriculture, is being held the coming 
week at the exhibition grounds, C&l- 
gary. 

W. G. Carpenter, for some years su¬ 
perintendent ef schools in Edmonton, 
has been appointed by the provincial 
government to be director of techni¬ 
cal education in the province, and 
principal of the new technical insti¬ 
tute at Calgary. 

Hon. Geo. Hoadley will represent 
the Alberta government at a confer¬ 
ence on immigration matters to be 
held at Ottawa during November. Mr. 
Hoadley will also discuss with those 
at the conference, the matter of pro¬ 
vincial representation at the forth¬ 
coming British Empire Exposition in 
London. 

Figures produced by J. Wardle, su¬ 
perintendent of Banff park, show that 
exceptionally heavy auto traffic was 
recorded in the park this year. He 
states that up to September 23, 8,082' 
cars had visited the park, of which 
more than 2,000 came from United 
States points. 

Applications are coming in steadily 
from seed growers of the province bo 
have their registered seed handled 
through the provincial government 
seed plant at Edmonton this fall. To 
date more than 58 seed growers have 
sent in applications. It is anticipated 
that the plant will handle about six 
times as much grain this season as 
last. 

Alberta is recording some good 
yields of com this season. G. G. Scott 
a farmer at Millett, reports that he 
seeded four acres with Red Dent and 
Gehu, and secured sixteen tons of si¬ 
lage to the acre, and expects a yield 
of sixty bushels to the acre from the j 
com.

The Alberta government has issued 
the following statement on the liquor 
referendum: “The electors of the pro¬ 
vince have apparently spoken very de¬ 
cisively in favor of another system 
of liquor administration. It is now 
left to the legislature to frame suit¬ 
able legislation and for the govern¬ 
ment to organize the necessary ma¬ 
chinery to carry into effect the will of 
the people as soon as that can pos¬ 
sibly be done. Since its inception of 
office this government considered it 
its plain duty to give the people an 
honest and adequate enforcement of 
the present act. Wc believe this has 
been done and the government faces 
the new issue with confidence that it 
has not failed in any of its duties un¬ 
der the present act. It will be the en¬ 
deavor of all the ministers to inter¬ 
pret and caiTy into effect the wishes 
of the people in the same spirit of 
fairness and sincerity as has been 
shown towards the old act. The gov¬ 
ernment has, of course, had under con¬ 
sideration its course of action in the 
event of any of the four clauses car¬ 
rying. Now that the decision has been 
reached every attention will be given 
to working out the^axkaie-Tfi^obifems 
of administratiory'which will be es¬ 
sential—whatever form of legislation 
the legislator^ may finally settle. 
Apart entirely from the question of 
legislation there are important prob¬ 
lems of organization which will take 
a little time—for example: since as¬ 
suming office the stocks of liquor have 
been depleted by over $1,000,000 and 
important question of adequate stocks. 
A session of tbe legislature will, of 
course, be necessary. A special ses¬ 
sion will not be called, but the date 
of ,the regular session will be advanc¬ 
ed and an adjournment made if neces¬ 
sary to deal with regular sessional bu¬ 
siness.” 

The only comment made by, Mr. 
Rrownlce, attorney-general, was that 
the vote was a decisive one and what¬ 
ever might be one’s personal gjjinion 
on the liquor question, the will of the 
electorate was supreme and must be 
fairly and honestly carried into effect. 
He hoped all citizens yould remem¬ 
ber that the liquor act is still the law 
of the land and that he would have 
their full co-operation in seeing thn 1 
it wns respected and observed until 
such time as it was changed by the le¬ 
gislature. Certainly until that time 
his department had no other alterna¬ 
tive than to carry on in the usual way.
